We could no longer tolerate the 
growing menace of organized autocracy with its 
open contempt for the sacred rights of humanity 
and the established law of nations. 

Organized business will now become the mainstay 
of the American land and naval forces. Business 
will follow the stars and stripes. Our industrial re- 
sources, east, west, north and south, will be mar- 
shalled in tremendous force to assure victory for 
America and the allies. The principles and rights 
of democracy are at stake as against the mad pre- 
sumptousness of autocratic militarism.

all lines of industry. 

The securities’ market has remained practically 
unaffected, and only the other day. one large bond 
ing house in Chicago stated that it had sold more 
bonds and made more loans than before the decla 
ration of war. 

In Canada, according to statistics, there is more 
money in the saving banks by $400,000.000. as 
compared with the year 1914. Up to date it 1s 
estimated that there is one billion, four hundred 
millions of dollars in saving deposits in Canada. 

It is possible that large building operations will be 
somewhat curtailed during the war, but this no 
doubt will be largely offset by increased factory 
construction and miscellaneous operations, follow- 
ing in its wake, as well as home building, which is 
bound to continue as long as the present industrial 
activity and high wages prevail.
